LONDON’S POOR. 


Tux ghastly East-End murders that have shocked 
and alarmed all London have thrown lurid side- 
lights upon the terrible poverty that exists in 
London, strive as many benevolent noblemen and 
noblewomen in the truest sense of the term will to 
alleviate the appalling sum total of human misery. 
It is, or should be, perfectly well known that 
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the large Jewish com- 
munity of London (who 
may be numbered among 
the most law-abiding and 
industrious of citizens) 
have noble benefactors in 
Baron Rothschild and 
the Brothers Rothschild, 
besides many other 
Hebrew merchants of 
renown, and their open- 
handed wives. In what 
should be the Christian 
quarters of East London, 
Lady Frederick Cavendish 
has laboured to raise the 
spirits of the poorest and 
to mitigate distress with 
the zeal Princess Christian 
has shown among the 
indigent of Windsor. But

bestowed at our Workhouses and Unions. It

The mode of workhouse relief in London is a 
rough and ready mode. It is the granting of 
relief to the squalid night casuals, who are 
“here to-day and there to-morrow,” that we 
illustrate this week, from sketches made from 


life. The experiences of a casual are fully de- 
picted. In the first place we see the unlucky 


waifs of London life, those who have fallen by 
the way, waiting at the workhouse door for 
admittance to the casual ward.” There is not 
such a pitifully eloquent variety of distress in the 
lineaments as that which Mr. Fildes, with the 
touch of genius, imparted to is famous picture 
of the ‘‘Casuals.’’ But the drawing will serve. 
We next see the very necessary disinfecting 
chamber for the casuals’ clothes—clearly a 
sanitary benefit; the supper-laden casual walking 
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to his bed, after a bath; and finally the morn- 
ing’s task of stone-breaking, which is, in some 
Cases, commuted to oakum-picking. A work- 
house master assures us that every ‘“‘casual’’ 
receives five ounces of bread, half an ounce of 
butter, and a pint or a pint and a half of tea for 

is supper. In the cold weather, the large room 
Wherein most of the tramps are accommodated 
has a good fire burning all night, each casual“ 
being provided with a bed and two rugs.

With winter coming on apace, it may be of 
interest to add some figures with respect to the 
accommodation of the ‘‘casuals ’’ who flocked to 

ondon last autumn, when Trafalgar-square 
€came a favourite sleeping-place for the home- 
€ss till the London Samaritan Society found food 
and shelter for them elsewhere. Well, the 


twenty-four casual wards of the metropolis con- 
tain, among them, between 1400 and 1500 beds. 
e largest number of inmates in any week

pants for its ninety beds; 
while of those in the sub- 
urbs, Hampstead, with 
accommodation for nine- 
teen, had but four inmates:

beds for 117, had no 
more than eleven. At St. 
George's, Hanover-square, 
shelter in the ward was 
offered to 150 persons, of 
whom only two accepted 
the offer.

DIJON RAILWAY DISASTER. 


We have very rarely in England to chronicle so 
calamitous a railway collision as - e which 
happened near Dijon last week. Twelve persons 
were killed and forty injured by a shocking rail- 
way accident which took place at 2.30 a. m. on 
Wednesday, Sept. 5, between Blaisy and Lyons, 
France. The express from Italy and Macon, 
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which leaves Dijon at 2.11, went off the rails at 
Velars, five miles from Dijon, and obstructed 
both lines. The express for Geneva, leaving 
Paris at 9.25 and due at Dijon at 2.37, ran at 
full speed into it. The shock was fearful. Both 
engines were overturned, and eight of the 
carriages were dashed to pieces. The driver of 
the Macon train was killed, and the stoker 
seriously injured. The manager of the Lyons 
company was in the Macon train, but was un- 
injured. The tocsin was rung to bring help 
from the villagers of Velars, and navvies arrived 
from Dijon, whither the injured were con- 
veyed. The accident is attributed to a sleeper 
having given way. An artillery captain and 
his wife and child were in the Macon train. 
The captain and the child were killed. A 
lady coming from Italy in the Macon train, 
on feeling the shock, crept into the corner 
of the compartment. On hearing frantic cries 
all round she opened the door and was about to 
alight, but she was horrified to see that she 
would have stepped on the body of a man whose 
head had been severed from his body. She 
rushed back into the carriage and could not for 
two hours be induced to alight.

The injured passengers who were conveyed to the hospital 
at Dijon were the objects of great solicitude. Their names 
are given as M. Laueffer, of Paris; Captain Marriott; Mr. 
Edward Lewis Owens, an English student; M. Mariotte, a 
Swiss butcher, residing in America; M. Barenghall, of 
London; M. Frizzi, of Vevey; and M. Cirolle and Madame 
Nicolle, of Lyons. Eleven other injured passengers have 

lodged at various hotels, and are said to be progressing 
favourably.

Livingstonia, Lake Nyassa, East Central Africa, 

Karonga, July 2, 18 

We have been coming through a great crisis here 
since I wrote you last. The Arab war is not yet 
ended, but is, I fear, just beginning. The expedition 
of the African Lakes Company, consisting of twenty- 
five whites and a number of natives, arrived here 
some four weeks ago. I had been officially asked to 
become surgeon to this party, and consented with 
the goodwill of my colleagues. The first ten days 
were occupied making our camp. and waiting for 
Mr. Sharpe, the hunter. He travelled overland from 
Bandane with 192 Atonga (natives), all for our 
assistance in the war. On his way he encountered an 
Arab caravan, and attacked it. This turned out to 
be a band of Arabs going to the coast with slaves 
and ivory to buy 2

and captured their leader, and released three young 
women and one boy, who were in the ‘ gore” 
sticks. The poor boy in the struggle got his arm 
smashed and a bullet through the 8 part of his 
chest.

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wept had you seen him. Next day I had him 
under chloroform and patched up hisurm.

MR. J. W. MOIR’S STORY. 


After describing graphically the midnight march 
to the Arab village of Kopa Kopa, Mr. J. W. Moir 
says: I passed along the word to charge, and 


WITH A HURRAH OUR MEN, 


supported by Watson at the other end, dashed up to 


the stockade at an increasing pace. One man fired 
en route, when I paused and ordered all firing to 
cease, which was well obeyed. We got down in 
ravine immediately in front of stockade, and about 
twelve or fourteen feet deep where we were. Rapidly 
climbing up the side next the stockade we were met 
by a volley. I was nearly thrown down, but received 


no further injury. After crawling along the ledge a a4 i 
bit, I again climbed up, not far from my first point |, 


of attack, and after potting with small chance of 
success through their small chinks, endeavoured to 
silence the Arab guns by firing my Martini-Henry 
right through the stockade where I heard voices 
inside, and believe my bullets went right through. 
After a little firing from the narrow platform, not 
over five feet broad there, I went into ravine again, 
where I could do this as efficiently and at far less risk 
than where my whole body lay exposed on bank. 
Creeping along and along I then fired through the 
mud wall. Rolfe, who had been shooting alongside 
of me on the top of the bauk, was struck badly, and 
apparently fatally, on the head. One of my men 
who had shot down an Arab at one of the holes we 
had made, and was putting in his hand to pull out 
his gun, was shot in the cheek. Another man just 
behind me was shot dead in the ravine, and his body 
had to be left there.“ 
BRITISH PLUCK. 

The writer proceeds: “ Perhaps the only mistake 
of our attack was giving a keg of gunpowder, axe, 
darts for firing the village, torches, and some 
explosive bombs with fuse to our inferior and un- 
armed men, detailed for this purpose, instead of to 
our best armed men. The consequence was that 
these were in no instance, I believe, forthcoming. 
Captain Lugard could not get his axe and jumped up 
to try to pull down some of the sticks, exposing his 
body to the fire of the whole stockade. He was 
immediately shot, the bullet entering at the right 
elbow and coming out further up, a little, making, 
fortunately, only a flesh wound; it then entered his 
chest obliquely, and passed out further to the left, 
and passing through his left arm broke the radius (or 
larger bone at that place) a little above the wrist. He 
walked back to the hospital tree, but unfortunately 
lost his way, and we picked him up on the road later 
on and had him carried to Karonga. 

“ A Natal man, Jones, was shot in the head soon 
after the Captain. ‘lhe bullet entered his brain just 
above the left eye; and, though he was able to walk 
part of the way back, he soon became quite paralysed 
in the left side of the face and on whole right side of 
his body. He died after seven days, apparently all 
painless, and with a few lucid intervals. After pepper- 
ing away, with apparently some result in disquieting 
those within, but little or no substantial advantage, L 
sent for Smith, who, with his party, had had some 
lively work in the open. Fortunately, he himself 
was falling back by this time, to keep in touch with 
the rest of the party beforeagainextending. Monteith 
had long previously left the watch on the Salemas.”’ 

NOBLY ATTEMPTED, BUT OUTNUMBERED. 

“We accordingly retired, leaving an ambuscade 
near the doctor’s tree in the hopes that the Arabs 
would com out. Unfortunately, some of the natives 
went dancing up to challenge the Arabs, thus spoil- 
ing the ambush. One of our men, Amani, who has 
long worked for us, had his thigh broken high up. 
He was carried home and bandaged, but he died. 
His brother, Fred, was shot in the head, and died 
after seven days. The bullet had gone two inches 
at least into his brain, above the left eye, but higher 
than Jones. Including the above, we lost eight 
natives and Jones, and had two white men, Captain 
Lugard and Rolfe, seriously injured. The doctor 
feared for the latter’s life for several days, especially 
as he had a fit when first dressed; but he is now 
recovering satisfactorily, though I fancy danger may 
develop itself at any time. ‘The charges were nobly 
made, and, as a whole, the men acted splendidly 
throughout, but the place was too strong for us.”

early on Saturday morning of the body of a woman 
who had been murdered in a similar way to Mary Ann 
Nicholls at Buck’s-row, on Friday fortnight. The 
scene of the murder, which makes the fourth in the 
same neighbourhood within the past few weeks, is at 
the back of the house, 


29, HANBURY-STREET, SPITALFIELDS. 


This street runs from Commercial-street to Baker’s- 
row, the end of which is close to Buck’s-row. The 
house, whichis rented by a Mrs. Emilia Richardson, is 
LET OUT TO VARIOUS LODGERS, 
all of the poorer class. In consequence, the front 
door is open both day and night, so that no difficulty 
would be experienced by anyone in gaining admission 
to the back portion of the premises. The front 
parlour is in the occupation of a Mrs. Hardman, 
who uses it as a shop for the sale of cats’ meat. 
She and her son also sleep in the room. The back 
parlour is a sort of sitting-room for the landlady 
and her family, and looks out upon a yard, at the 
further side of which stands a shed where the pack- 
ing-case work is done. ‘lhe passage of the house 
leads directly to the yard, passing the door of the 
front parlour. The yard is about four feet below 
the level of the passage, and is reached by two stone 
steps. ‘The position of the steps creates a recess on 
their left, the fence between the yard and the next 
house being about three feet from the steps. Shortly 
before six o’clock on Saturday morning, John Davis, 
who lives with his wife at the top portion of No. 29, 
and is a porter engaged in Spitalfields Market, went 
down into the back yard, where a horrible sight 
presented itself to him. Lying close up against the 
wall (in the corner shown by our Artist) was 7

Davis could see that her throat was severed in a 
terrible manner, and that she had other wounds of a 
nature too shocking to be described. The deceased 
was lying flat on her back, with her clothes dis- 
arranged. Without nearer approaching the body, 
but telling his wife what he had seen, Davis ran to 
the Commercial-street Police Station, which is only 
a short distance away, and gave information, to 
Inspector Chandler, H Division, who was in charge 
of the station at the time. ‘That officer, having 
dispatched a constable for Dr. Baxter Phillips, 
Spital-square, the divisional surgeon, repaired to the 
house, accompanied by several other policemen. The 
body was still in the same ition, and there were 
large clots of blood all round it. It is evident that

thought that he had completely cut the head off, as a 
handkerchief was found wrapped round the neck, as 
though to hold it together. There were spots and 
stains of blood on the wall. 
ONE OR MORE RINGS 

seem to have been torn from the middle finger of the 
left hand. After being inspected by Dr. Baxter 
Phillips and his assistant, the remaius were removed, 
on an ambulance, to the mortuary in Old Montagu- 
street. By this time the news had quickly spread 
that another diabolical murder had been committed, 
and when the police came out of the house with the 
body, a large crowd, consisting of some hundreds of 
persons, hud assembled. ‘The excitement became 
very great, and loud were the expressions of terror 
heard on all sides. At the mortu the doctors 
made a more minute examination of the body, after 
which the clothes were taken off.

She was the widow of a pensioner, and had formerly 
lived at Windsor. Some few years since she separ- 
ated from her husband, who made her a weekly 
allowance of ten shillings. At his death, she had to 
do the best she could for a living. There were two 
Children—a boy and a girl—of the marriage. The 
former, who is deformed, is, at the present time, an 
iumate of the Cripples’ Home, while the girl is away 
in some institution in France. For some months 
— the deceased had been living in common lodgiug- 
10uses in Spitalfields. It is also known that formerly 
she lived with a sievemaker in the neighbourhood, 
and, on account of that, got the

SCENE IN HANBURY-STREET. 
During the whole of last Saturday and Sunday a 
large crowd congregated (as delineated in our front

Great excitement was caused in the neighbourhood 
of Commercial-street Police Station during Monday 
afternoon on account of the arrival from Gravesend 
of a suspect whose appearance was alleged to resemble 
in some respects that of “Leather Apron.” This 
man, whose name is William Henry Pigott, was 
taken into custody on Sunday night at the Pope’s 
Head public-house, Gravesend. Attention was first 
attracted to Pigott because he had some bloodstains 
on his clothes. On approacking the man, who 
seemed in a dazed condition, the sergeant of police 
saw that one of his hands bore several recently- 
made wounds. Being interrogated as to the 
cause of this, Pigott made a somewhat rambling 
statement to the effect that while going down 
Brick-lane, Whitechapel, at half past four on 
Saturday morning he saw a woman fall in a fit. He 
stooped to pick her up, and she bit his hand. Exas- 
perated at this he struck her, but seeing two police- 
men coming up he then ran away. Mrs. 
Fiddymont, who is msible for the statement 
respecting a man with blood-stained hand resemb- 
ling “ Leather Apron ™ being at the Prince Albert 
public-house on Saturday, was sent for, as were 
also other witnesses likely to be able to identify the 
prisoner; but, after a very brief scrutiny, it was the 
unanimous opinion that Pigott was not ‘* Leather 
Apron.” Pigott’s mind was found to be unhinged. 


AT THE INQUEST 
on the body of the poor woman, on Monday, Mr. 
Wyune E. Baxter, the Coroner, was commendably 
acute. For instance, he promptly said two witnesses 
of importance ought to be forthcoming. These were 
two men who worked for Mr. Bailey, packing-case 
maker, of Hanbury-street, and who were called by 
John Davis to see the dead body in the back yard, 
and did so from the passage. Evans, night watchman 
at the place where Annie Chapman lodged, said a 
pensioner who visited the woman called last Saturday 
afternoon to inquire about her, and left when he 
heard of her death. Tim Donovan, the deputy, de- 
sc ibed the pensioner as about forty-five years of age 
and about 5 ft. 8 in. in height. At times he had the 
appearance of a dock labourer and at others the 
appearance of something better. The inquest was 
resumed on Wednesday. 
THE TRAIL OF BLOOD. 

The police ought surely to have discovered them- 
selves what a little girl found out on Tuesday-viz., 
the peculiar marks in the yard of 25, Hanbury- 
street, two doors from the scene of murder. These 
marks led to the discovery of a trail of blood from 
No, 25, against the wall of which a blood-stained 
coat had been smeared ; to the finding in the yard 
of Mr. Bailey, the packing-case maker, of some 
crumpled paper saturated with blood, presumably 
used by the murderer. On reaching the yard of 
No. 24 he, it is believed, made for the back door, 
and then, suddenly remembering his bloodstained 
appearance, he must have hesitated a moment, and 
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then, catching sight of the pieces of paper iying 

about, doubtless retraced his steps to the eud of the 

yard, and there sought to remove the bloodstains. 
THE MAN WANTED.“

_ The quality of the sport at Doncaster maintained 
its prestige on Tuesday, when eleven out of a possible 
eighteen did battle for the Fitzwilliam Stakes. In 
the absence of The Shrew and Monsieur de Paris, 
the event was looked upon as good for Maskery and 
Stourwick; but the Derby winner Frapotel, who 
started at the remunerative price of 5 to 1, easily 
bowled over the two favourites, and Mr. Whipp, 
whose Castagnette was second, had to bid up to 
700 guineas for Frapotel before he stalled off all 
opposition. Another field of eleven went to the post 
for the Doncaster Welter Plate. Goldseeker, who had 
only run once previously this year, scored very easily. 
Sweetbriar gave another taste of her quality in the 
Clumber Plate, where she simply played with her 
oppouents and won anyhow. The Great Yorkshire 
Handicap bronghé out a strong field, and the race 
went to the blinkered Button Park, who showed that 
he had not lost his form by the easy way in which he 
won.
